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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record Benito et al (Planta Medica) teach antiinflamrntory properties of 
Hapagoside and also mention that Harpagide had no significant effect on TXB2 release. Benito et 
al also mention that results of anti-inflammatory properties of iridoids are inconclusive. Even 
though Lichti et al mention a composition of Harpagide in methanol in the conversion 
Harpagoside to Harpagide, the said composition is not in the range as instantly claimed. The 
method of treatment of arthritis, osteoporosis and ruptured disc and the pharmaceutical 
composition containing Harpagide as instantly claimed is neither taught nor fairly suggested by 
the prior art of record.
